1 . GATT DDG PATTERSON HAS CALLED AN INFORMAL MEETING OF 
KEY DELS MAY 31 TO DISCUSS PROPOSAL MADE AT LAST GATT 
COUNCIL FOR SECRETARIAT TO UNDERTAKE A STUDY OE GATT 
ARTICLE XIX. AS WASHINGTON WILL RECALL, PROPOSAL WAS 
FIRST MADE AT MARCH GATT COUNCIL WHEN SUBJECT OF UK 
RESTRAINTS AGAINST IMPORTS OP KOREAN TVS WAS RAISED. 
PROPOSAL RESURFACED IN LATEST GATT COUNCIL WHEN HONG KONG 
RAISED COMPLAINT AGAINST SELECTIVITY OF NORDIC RESTRAINTS 
ON HONG KONG TEXTILE EXPORTS. SEVERAL LDCS SUPPORTED 
INDIAN PROPOSAL WHILE EC TRIED TO THROW COLD WATER ON IT, 
FINALLY SAYING THAT IF SUCH A STUDY WERE UNDERTAKEN, IT 
SHOULD NOT LIMIT ITSELF TO INTERPRETATION BUT SHOULD 
ALSO COVER THE PRACTICE IN DEALING WITH ARTICLE XIX TYPES 
OF SITUATIONS SINCE 1947. WE INTERPRET THIS TO MEAN THAT 
EC WANTS STUDY TO EXAMINE NOT ONLY ARTICLE XIX ACTIONS 
BUT ALSO THOSE SAPEGUARD ACTIONS TAKEN WITHOUT INVOKING 
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ARTICLE XIX (E.G. EXPORT RESTRAINTS, ETC.). PATTERSON 
SAYS THAT SECRETARIAT HAS ALREADY DONE CONSIDERABLE WORK 
ON THE PAPER IN ANTICIPATION THAT IT WOULD BE ASKED TO 
PRODUCE IT. PAPER WILL PRESENT A HISTORIC STUDY OF 
ARTICLE XIX INCLUDING WHAT WAS SAID ON SUBJECT BY ORIGINAL 
NEGOTIATORS OP THE GATT, WHAT HAS BEEN SAID IN DISCUSSIONS 
ON ARTICLE XIX SINCE THAT DATE, AND HOW THE ARTICLE HAS 
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BEEN APPLIED IN PRACTICE. PATTERSON POINTS OUT THE 
IMPORTANCE OE THIS STUDY TO THE CURRENT DEBATE ON 
SELECTIVITY IN THE MTN SAEEGUARD NEGOTIATIONS. HE SAYS 
THAT RECORD FROM GATT STUDY IS CLEAR THAT SELECTIVITY IS 
THE ABERRATION RATHER THAN THE NORM IN APPLICATION OF 
ARTICLE XIX. HE NOTED THAT U.S. HAS BEEN SILENT IN 
COUNCIL ON PROPOSAL FOR STUDY AND WONDERS IE U.S. SUP- 
PORTS STUDY OR IS TAKING A NEUTRAL POSITION. 

2. WE RECOMMEND THAT AT MAY 31 MEETING U.S. INDICATE 
NO OBJECTION OR GIVE LOW-KEY SUPPORT TO LDC REQUEST EOR 
STUDY OE ARTICLE XIX, SINCE STUDY AS OUTLINED BY PATTER- 
SON APPEARS TO SUPPORT U.S. AND OTHERS' EFEORTS IN MTN 
TO MAKE SELECTIVITY THE EXCEPTION RATHER THAN THE NORM 
WHEN TAKING SAEEGUARD ACTIONS. WE SHOULD NOT OBJECT IE 
EC WANTS STUDY TO INCLUDE ACTIONS TAKEN OUTSIDE OF 
ARTICLE XIX IE THIS IS NECESSARY TO OBTAIN AGREEMENT ON 
STUDY, SINCE INCLUSION OE THESE ACTIONS WILL REINEORCE 
ARGUMENT THAT SELECTIVE APPLICATION IS NOT CONSISTENT 
WITH ARTICLE XIX. VANDEN HEUVEL
